Washington, June 18.—The bill to in- 


corporate the International Americar 
bank in accordance with the renom- 
roendation of the pan-American congress 
passed the senate by a vote of 26 lo 2.'. 
The design of the measure is to furnish 
mifh fffi'llies as will promote trade be- 
tween the T'nited States and the coun- 
tries of Cer.tral and South America. The 
bill provides that the bank shall have 
a capital stock of $5,000,000, and that the 
capital stock may be increased to $23,- 
000,000. The institution is to be under 
the supervision of the comptroller of the 
currancy.

On this point my correspondent 
writes me as follows: 'The Germans are 
disposed to be meddlesome here. Ger- 
mans and Spaniards are very chummy, 
entertaining one another 
at 
dinner 


parties and walking arrri in arm every- 
where. There is no question about how 
the British feel. They are watching the 
Germans closely.' " 


Special dispatches from Hong- Kong, 


confirming the dispatches of the Asso- 
ciated Press from Manila, add the rumor 
that Captain General Augusti's wife and 
family are held as hostages at Cavite. 
From the same source comes the report 
that Tondo, capital of the province of 
Tondo, on the Pasig river, nearly op- 
posite Manila, has been the scene of a 
great fire presumably from the igniting 
•f petroleum works there. 


It appears that when the German 


Cruiser Kaiserln Augusta entered Manila 
fcay she took the unusual course of sa- 
luting the Spanish Hag. This caused 
much comment. 


Another rumor is that Captain General 


August! has resigned because of a dis- 
agreement with 
the 
archbishop of 


Manila. 


Word from Anenstl. 


Madrid, June IS.—The following dis- 


patch from Manila, signed by Captain 
General August! and dated June 13, is 
published officially: "The grave situa- 
tion set forth in my dispatch of June 8 
continues. The troops are .fighting on 
the line of blockhouses which stops the 
•nemy's advance. The enemy has been 
strengthened by desertions of the native 
troops, which diminish our means of re- 
pistance and may compel me to take 
refuge within the walled city. Com- 
munication with the provinces is still 
cut, and I do not know whether the de- 
tachments there will be able to hold out 
against a lack of resources. I hope to 
receive assistance from the peninsula 
before our means of defense are ex- 
hausted." 


One of the Spanish ministers says: 


"Aguinaldo, after breaking faith with 
the Spaniards, induced the uprising in 
aid of the Americans by swearing the 
latter only came.to liberate the Philip- 
pine islands and would support a nntivp 
republic; but when the natives see 
through the trickery and Spanish war- 
ships with reinforcements appear, there 
Will be a. reaction in favor of Spain, be- 
cause the natives, although fickle, are 
still influenced by th» friars, who are 
only hated by the members of the secret 
societies and not by the mass of the 
natives. If Manila is obliged to capitu- 
late the seat of government 
will be 


transferred to the Visayas islands, Gen- 
eral August! capitulating as commander 
of Manila and not as governor general of 
the Philippine islands." The minister 
also denied that the Spanish govern- 
ment had any intention of ceding terri- 
tory to Germany in exchange for her 
undefined assistance. 


RELIEVING HAVANA. 


Evidence of the Inrffcctlvenens of tlio 


Present Blockade. 


Washington, June 18.—Apprehension 


is felt by officials that, as a result of the 
Weakening of the blockading squadron, 
success may attend the operations of 
the blockade runners. It is known In 
official circles that Havana has been 
receiving food stuffs, and it is regarded 
as quite, prooaoie mat tnese supplies, 
were brought by blockade runners, who 
have used neighboring West Indian isl- 
ands as a base of operations, just as 
Nassau was used during the civil war. 


It IB not meant that the blockade is 


Ineffective. On the contrary, the of- 
ficials assert that the United State*, in 
accordance with the principles of Int'er- 
jnatlonal law, has been patrolling the

In the

proclamation »s In a state of blockade 


witn a lorce "rendering access 10 me 
prohibited places manifestly difficult and 
dangerous." To be effective, officials de- 
clare that a blockade need not be per- 
fect. 


It is not enough to make it effective, 


they say, that on some 
particularly 


stormy night a blockade runner slid 
through the blockading squadron. Nor 
is it enough that, through some excep- 
tional and rare negligence of the of- 
ficers of one of the blockading vessels, 
a blockade runner was allowed to pass 
,when perfect vigilance could have ar- 
rested him. To be ineffective, they say 
that blockade runners must get through 
because of great laxity or inefficiency 
and they assert that this is not the case 
with the blockade now maintained. 


It developed yesterday that 18 men-of- 


war had been withdiawn from 
the 


blockading squadron to form the con- 
voying squadion under the command of 
(Captain H. C. Taylor, commanding the 
battleship Indiana. Before th« with- 


drawal of these ships the blockading 
(squadron had beer reduced by-the de- 
parture of Rear Admiral Sampson, with 
the New Yor, Oregon, Mayflower, Porter 
ar.rl several other vessels. The conse- 
quence is thr.t a small force has been 
diFtriln'.ti'd ;>ver a considerable stretch 
sf territory.

where the Spanish fortifications were 
not ?o formidable as to subject 
the 


American ships or troops to much dan- 
ger. 


The navy department officials were 


pot greatly disturbed by the authentic 
advices received of the departure of the 
Spanish fleet from Cadiz. The statement 
that the enemy was proceeding east- 
ward with the evident intention of going 
to Manila was regarded with suspicion, 
mainly because such a trip involved a 
Journey of 10,000 miles and would bring 
the vessels of the enemy before Admiral 
Dewey with all the. deficiencies 
and 


weaknesses of a long journey. 


The other report that the vessels had 


divided, a part going- eastward and the 
other part proceeding westward, was 
rejected as equally improbable. It was 
considered as more likely that these 


j vessels had as their Immediate destina- 


,tion the Canary islands, whence they 
could proceed to Porto Rico. The naval 
war board gave the subject a good daal 
of consideration yesterday. 


Powell Made an £n*fgn. 


Washington, June 38.—The secretary 


of the navy has decided on the method 
of recognizing the services of Naval 
Cadet Joseph W. Powell, who held a 
steam launch under the bluffs at the 
entrance to Santiago harbor under the 
continuous fire of the Spanish batteries 
on both shores while searching for the 
crew of the Merrimac. The papers ai- 
ready have been made out advancing 
Powell one year to the rank of ensign 
and three numbers in that list. Powell's 
promotion will be immediately put in the 
hands of the president, who will forward 
it to congress simultaneously with that 
of Naval Constructor Hobson, the hero 
of the Merrimac.

Big Swarm »f Bee*, 


John B. Wright keeps bees and has 


lately been having lively times hiving 
swarms which were preparing to move 
away. On Tuesday a swarm came out 
and-lighted in a bunch on the limb ot a 
tree near by, astiees do immediately after 
leaving the hive in swarming. Before ] 
they got ready to fly another swarm 
lighted on top of them and Mr. Wright 
says the two swarms made a bunch as big 
aa a bushel basket. Tbe weight of the 
bees broke the limb down and then a 
third swarm lighted on the other two, 
making the greatest aggregation of bees 
that Mr. Wright ever saw in one bunch. 
He managed to get them into a large j 
sized hive and they settled down and 
went to work like the proverbial happy 
family. On Thursday two more swarms 
came out and were bunched and placed iu 
one hive. Mr. Wright therefore has five 
•warms 
in two and says ho will be 


obliged to build additions to bis hires, 
which were built for ordinary swarms and 
have not room enough for such large 
families, which would speedily plug the 
lioney spaces and crowd themselves cut 
of a home. If the bees conld be induced 
to make only strained honey the nec- 
essity of enlarging the hives might be 
avoided by attaching faucets and draw- 
ing off tbe supply daily.

FIRING A BIG GUN." 


THE FRIGHTFUL FORCE GENERATED 


BY THE EXPLOSION. 


Vibrations Which Way GAUM Deofneu, 


Dizziness, Nausea and Even Death by 
Heart Stoppage to Those In Cloie Prox- 
imity to the Monster Cannon. 
Not one man in 10,000 Ijas a clear Idea of 


Just \vhat huppecS when n, btg cannon Is 
fired. 
The physical manifestations are 


numerous. 
Evon professors of chemistry 


and physics are stumped when they want 
to differentiate all the gases set loose and 
tho peculiar effects they induce. The puff 
of whitish smoke, the flash of fire, the dim 
image of tho flying projectile, the roar and 
the recoil are nil familiar, but back of all 
these is a complex mass of phenomena 
most bewildering to tho mind o£ any but 
an artillery expert. 
First, the cubes, disfes, hexagons or Ir- 


regular lumps of powder are chemically 
transformed into a powerful, expanding 
gas the instnnt firing takes place. Then 
there are innumerable byproducts that 
even chemists do not understand. 


It has been calculated that only about 


48 per cent by weight of the powder is 
converted by the explosion into gas. The 
regaining G7 per cent becomes a liquid 
the moment of explosion, and on solidify- 
ing becomes potassium snlphato, potas- 
sium carbouato and potassium sulphide. 
A great many other combinations take 
place, and various solids are forined which 
have never been successfully analyzed. 


The ordinary charges placed in the 13 


Inch guns of the United States warships 
during this complicated chemical trans- 
formation exert a pressure on the walls of 
the cannon of about 43 tons to the square 
inch. This force serves to start the pro- 
jectile and develops a speed of 2,019 feet 
per second by the time the shot reaches the 
muzzle of the cannon. Up to this stage of 
the explosion tho chemical action has gone 
on in perfect silence. The tremendous re- 
port which plays such havoc with the 
nerves of the gunners is not caused by the 
explosion itself. But as the projectile 
emerges from tho muzzle It leaves behind 
It a vacuum in the barrel of the gun, and 
the report is caused by the #ir in its rush 
to fill up this empty space. 


The forces exerted by these- gases in ex- 


panding seem to radiate in all directions 
from the cannon, as ripples are caused by 
dropping a pebble in a pool of still water. 
As a matter of fact, it has been discovered 
that these lines of forces are exceedingly 
complicated affairs and play very queer 
pranks about the cannon. As a result, 
few people know just which is the safest 
or the most dangerous position for a gun- 
ner to take b'esitie his gun. The center of 
disturbance at the moment of explosion is 
the mouth of tho gun. In the case of the 
great 13 inch guns on our monitors a posi- 
tion back of the gun is much easier than 
one nearer tte muzzle. 


In addition to this force there is an im- 


mense pressure exerted on the sides of the 
cannon, so that another distinct series of 
shocks also radiates outward from the bar- 
rel of the gun 
These are in turn more or 


less compensated by the forces of tho air 
opposing them as it rushes into the mouth 
of the cannon when the projectile leaves 
it. As a result of all these forces tho at- 
mosphere is, of course, violently disturbed. 
Although no projectile strikes the gunner, 
who must stand by, it will be seen that 
the air is full of missiles in the form of in- 
visible lines of force or vibrations which 
bombard, as it were, every part of the 
gunner's body at tho same time. 


An examination and analysis of the 


effect produced upon the human system 
and tho mind by the firing of a cannon ia 
most engrossing. Men generally account- 
ed courageous tremble violently in their 
knees, others feel nauseated, some have 
severe headaches, a few have had their ear- 
drum 8 split or the action of their heart 
affected. 


Take the vital organ, tho heart, first. In 


the space between tho right auricle and 
ventricle are a set of fine, threadlike cords 
called 
the tendinw. 
The concussion 


makes them tremble like timbers in a 
building when there ia an earthquake. In 
a weak man the chamber of tho heart is 
left open for an instant, the opening and 
closing springs lose their control, the 
heart shakes, possibly the chorda) ten- 
din to are Enappad, contraction or dilation 
of the organ en'mies and in some instances 
death follows. 


Deafness induced by an explosion may 


be traced to the sudden pressure upon the 
inner orifice of the ear And the tremendous 
vibration set up. The thin, transparent, 
fairly bright membrane called the drum 
of the ear is burst, like a piece of tissue 
paper held taut and forcibly blown upo,n, 
a temporary disturbance of the mind oc- 
curs and the sufferer becomes dizzy. 


When tho knees tremble, it is duo to the 


nervous shock produced In tho cerebellum. 
All the nerves and muscles are thrown in- 
to atonic contractions and relaxations and 
the knees appear to give way. 


Nausea ie also caused by the physiologic- 


al change that takes place in the brain. 
There is a pressure of blood there, and the 
Btomach, responding, tries to empty itself. 


The whole nervous syetom, which re- 


sembles a mass of fibrous roots running 
all over tho body, is affected when a can- 
non as latge as an 8 Inch gun is fired in 
cloflo proximity. 


Other outward macifefltnMonB occur 


when a gun goes off. For Instance, clothes 
may be tojn or a matt even knocked down 
by tbe concussion. At the battle of the 
Vain Captain PWlo McGiffin, who was 
standing aeaf a 6 inch gun, bad bla trou- 
ters tsm In to ribbons on one leg and a long 
rent In the other, his uniform was aff full 
of holes as a moth eaten jacket, and he 
was nearly blinded and stunned.—New 
York World.

Time Spent In Shaving. 


Think of the time lost in shaving. 


Campbell, the poet, calculated that a 
man who shaves himself every day and 
lives to the age of 70 expends during 
his life as much time in the act of shav- 
ing as would have sufficed for learning 
seven languages.

Three Centuries Behind Americans. 
Several papers dealing with the Penn- 


sylvania coal regions appear in The 
Century. Henry Edward Rood, writing 
of "A Polyglot.Community," says: 


More than one-half the total number 


of immigrants into the United States are 
coming from Austria-Hungary, Italy, 
Poland and Russia. While official sta- 
tistics are not available, yet careful in- 
vestigation leads to the belief that per- 
haps 50 or 60 per cent of arrivals from 
the countries mentioned have had no 
regular occupation, while possibly 80 
per cent may have been servants or la- 
borers. Five years ago the Kev. Mr. 
Maujerie, himself an Italian, in com- 
pany with the writer made a tour of ob- 
servation through the Lehigh region of 
Pennsylvania, and stated that in his 
opinion the Italians working there were 
about three centuries behind Americans 
in their standards of living—that is, in 
their ideas as to food, clothing, shelter, 
wages, work and general intelligence. 
Since that time, there has been no im- 
provement in the class of immigrants 
arriving at onr ports.

SOME POINTS ABOUT HENRY NOR- 


MAN OF THE LONDON CHRONICLE. 


Of English Blood, bat American Educa- 


tion—He First Studied For tlio Minis- 
try—Had to Do With the Preservation 
of Niagara Falls-A Life of Variety. 


NEW 
YOKE, June 
18.—[Special.]— 


Henry Norman, the correspondent of the 
London Chronicle, who ia also associate 
editor of that paper and came in collision 
with General Greely the other day because 
of dispatches that told too much, is of 
American training in spite of his English 
blood, and no doubt his course at tho time 
the Venezuela trouble was up was largely 
influenced by bis training. He is a right 
good fellow at all events, and he has a lot 
of friends in this town. 


Norman's father was a Londoner—a 


broad gauged chap, who^etermlned while 
yet his son was a lad to give him a training 
that would make him a citiz;en of the 
world. It was not the idea to belittle Eng- 
land in the youngster's eyes, but at the 
same time it was desired that he should 
understand the tight littjo island to bo 
only a part of the universe. Accordingly 
the lad was sent to Paris for the begin- 
ning of his schooling. Whether it was the 
original intention that his entire education 
should be continental I am not sure, but I 
think it was. For some reason, however, 
tho plan was changed, and when old 
enough to enter a university Henry was 
sent to this country and enrolled at Har- 
vard. There he speedily took high rank 
socially, in athletics and as a student, and 
was graduated with exceptional honors. 


Stndies Divinity. 


He received his degree in 1879, or possi- 


bly in 1830, and took the part of second 
importance in the Greek drama played that 
year by the Harvard students, the leading 
part being assumed by a Greek tutor 
Darned Riddle. 


At that time Norman's notions seem to 


have been directed toward the ministerial 
calling. At all events he took the divin- 
ity course after finishing his academic 
studies. In the divinity school he was as 
brilliant as ever, and when graduation 
time came round he was elected to deliver 
the valedictory address. The subject 
chosen was the philosophy of Kant, and 
he handled it so ably that The Atlantic 
Monthly afterward printed it entire. 


Norman had hot been long out of the 


divinity school when he decided to go in 
[or something more worldly than the min- 
istry, which he began to fear would not 
Furnish htm with a life of sufficient activ- 
ity. It may be added that some of his 
friends had long suspected as much and 
that their suspicions bad been partly based 
on the fact that he was with difficulty pre- 
vented from taking part in a boxing con- 
best while a divinity student. Not that 
his general conduct was anything but ir- 
reproachable; quite the contrary, as was 
shown by the fact that he was befriended 
by Longfellow, Howells, Holmes, Aldrich 
and most of Cambridge's choicest lights. 


For some little time thereafter Norman 


devoted himself to writing, the products 
of his pen finding ready sale. Among oth- 
er topics to which he gave attention was 
the vandalism then rampant at Niagara 
falls. In order to protest the more effec- 
tually against it, the exorbitant charges 
then imposed there and the general mis- 
management of the placa he spent some 
months at the falls, during which he sent 
many letters to many papers, nearly all of 


1 which were published in a spirit of hearty 
co-operation with his design to do away 
with existing abuses. Undoubtedly his 
writing had to do with the creation of the 
state reservation at Niagara later. 


Becomes a Jonrnaliit. 


Down to this time, however, he had not 


been dependent upon his pen for a living, 
as I understand it, his father being well to 
do and supplying him with something of 
an income. But his father died suddenly 
in the eighties, and he had to return to 
England to settle up the estate. It was 
found to be unexpectedly involved, and 
when settled the residue was only tho 
equivalent of about §850. This made ife 
necessary for the young man to earn be- 
fore he could eat. Naturally he chose jour- 
nalism as a calling, and naturally, being 
a stranger to the London editors, he had a 
pretty hard row to hoe for a time. 


But he kept a stiff upper lip, and he 


worked all tho time. Ho didn't get dis- 
couraged when his articles failed to sell, 
as they sometimes did; but he studied the 
market and wroto more, striving con- 
stantly meanwhile to hit on something 
that would mnko tho people talk about 
him. It cams - !ion Matthew Arnold, who 
had recently l-ecni in America, printed 
some criticising about this country which 
Norman did not like. He answered Ar- 
nold, was answered in turn, and so at- 
tracted tho attention of \V. T. Stead, then 
editor of Tho Pall Mall Gazette, now tho 
property of William Waldorf Astor. 


Saccen In Sight.

before his imprisonment for publishing 
some unpleasant facts about certain phases 
of London life. While Stead was locked 
up tho circulation of Tho Gazette in- 
creased. After he cr.mo out, feeling grate- 
ful for Norman's efficient services, Stead 
•ent him on a tour round tho world. That 
tour was tho making of Norman. 


It would take many newspaper columns 


rather than the leaving* of one to tell the 
story of that trip. Norman traveled west- 
ward, passing through tho United States 
first. At Snn Francisco Tho Bxamii.er, 
owned by W. B. Hearst, who still owns it 
—also the Now York Journal—printed 
something the young Englishman did not 
like. This resulted, as some say, in a per- 
sonal encounter between Norman and 
Hearst, who had been old time chums, 
though others say that Norman only tried 
to meet Hearst, who kept ont of the way. 


At all ovcntH Norman finally continued 


on liis journey, tarrying months lu Japan, 
other months In Korea and yet other 
months In Spain. In tho latter country 
Norman and the king became such friends 


Home goia mines, said to Do 01 
richness, but far in the interior and very 
difficult to work. What has become of the 
mines no one here knows. One report says 
that Norman s>old them, another that he 
spent a good deal of money trying to real- 
ize on them, and still holds the title there- 
to. At all events he got stacks of material 
out of the king and used it in a book. 


The trip lasted two or three years alto- 


gether, and on his return to England 
Norman went on the London Chronicle, 
with which paper he has been connected 
ever since. Ho also married, his bride be- 
ing a charming girl who writes for the 
press herself. 
His combined Income as journalist and 


writer of books is now said to be some- 
where up in the ten thousands—of dollars, 
not sterling.

fhe French Statesman's Cowardice and 


tbe Comu'-il Side ot It. 


There are stories of Thlers' cowardice 


which his greatest admirers and sincerest 
friends havo never been able to contra- 
flict. The semiofficial account of his ar- 
rest on the morning of tha coup d'etat 
would reach the acme of comicality but 
for a scene enacted at Bordeaux after the 
capitulation of Paris. Ke was then in 
mortal terror of being apprehended by 
Sambetta, who, for the space of four and 
twenty hours, seemed prepared to set the 
rhole world at defiance rather than con- 
lent to the peace which put an end to his 
Sictatorship. Those scenes, though in- 
tensely comic, paled before Thiers' antics 
Krhen fear made him the assailur instead 
of the assailed. No lie wns too glaring, nc 
pretext too flimsy, no step too nienn, no 
sombination too absurd that held out the 
slightest chance of satisfying his wrath 
and allaying his white livered poltroon- 
ery. And, inasmuch as the most subtle of 
his devices were too transparent to impo.~e 
upon the merest child, his anger increased 
not et their frustration—for no one trou- 
bled to frustrate them—but at tbair teing 
published. 


He never forgave Mme. Kouher for hav- 


ing made him the laughing stock of the 
whole of France. 
"When the "vice croper 


or," as her husband was ironically callec1 
during tho empire, took up his residence 
once njore in Paris, Thiers immediately 
dispatched a number of detectives to kcrp 
watch. One evening it suddenly poured 
''cats and dogs, "and Mme. Eouher sent 
umbrellas for every single detective, apol- 
ogizing at the same time for providing 
only cotton ones. 
"Madame regrets,'' 


said the seuvant in his mistress' name, 
"but times are too bad for silk ones. She 
bade me tell you, however, that when the 
emperor returns you shall have silk ones 
to watch M. Thiers." 


The imperialists at the Cafe de la Pais 


did still bettor. 
They treated the dozen 


"mouchards" told off to report upon their 
doings like men and brothers, invited 
them to join their company and supplied 
them more than liberally with refresh- 
ments. Then Thiers burst out into fran- 
tic rage. "I really believe those mounte- 
banks of imperialists are trying to make a 
fool of me!" he screeched one night at the 
top of his falsetto voice to the Marquis 
Philippe de Marsa, who, though an avowed 
partisan of the fallen regime, was a fre- 
quent visitor at the presidency at Ver- 
sailles in virtue of his mother having mar- 
ried the Comte Roger (Du Nord), a stanch 
republican and friend of Thiers. As the 
marquis did not answer Thiers screeched 
louder than ever, expecting his interlocu- 
tor to deny the impeachment.

Inacaracy of Maps. 


So many maps of the world on Mor- 


cator's projection are being sold in thesa 
days when interest in the war implies 
more attention than tho average American 
ever before gave to the geography of Cuba 
and tho West Indies generally, the Philip- 
pine islands, Spain and other places near 
or remote that a word of caution may nofc 
be amiss regarding the apparent corupar- 
athe size of countries shown on such 
maps. It is easy to forgot that when the 
world is represented as a rectangular map, 
as wide at. the top and bottom us it is ia 
the middle, tho poles are really made to 
appear equal in width to tho equator'* 
length of 25,000 milos. 


Obviously nil countries far from the 


equator are unduly magnified and those 
about the center of the map, north and 
south, aro represented unduly small by 
comparison, because they »r« drawn near- 
est the true scale. Thus Australia, 'lying 
much nc.irer the equator than Canada or 
tho United States, is m.idc'far from, equal 
to either of those countries in area, though. 
there is really little difference Greenland 
is swollen out of all proportion, and India 
relatively dwarfed in comparison with tho 
countries of Europe. Spain is tuado smail- 


it ought to bo, and both Cuba and tbe 
Philippine islands aro cut down far below 
the bize they should have in comparison 
with Newfoundland or Japan, for in- 
stance, the latter countries being grossly 
enlarged. — Cleveland Leader.

Our east wind then is a blessing 
and not a curse; our harbor, with its 
many islands and inlets, a thing- of 
beauty and a. constant sourceof pleasure, 
while our many nearby resorts are un- 
surpassed. While the many historic 
points of interest are always here, they 
look better and more interesting- when 
the parks and commons are filled with 
flowers and when nature seems to smile 
on everything. This is by a; -means the 
time of the year to visit the Hub. The 
man who visits this city now will feel 
•better for the outing-. It will do him as 
much-good as a trip to some fashionable 
resort.

Speaking- of points of interest and of 


thing's a visitor should see, I am re- 
minded that the erection of the Beacon 
hill monument, in the state house 
grounds, has been progressing rapidly 
during the last week, and it is now prac- 
tically completed, with the exception of 
|the placing of the eagle upon the sum- 
mit. It has been many a year since 
Beacon hill has seen an event of such 
steady and continuous interest to the 
"leisure class" as the putting together 
Of this reproduction of an almost for- 
gotten relic of the patriotic spirit of our 
great grandfathers, and what interests 
our people will be sure to have an at- 
traction for the outside world. 
The 


doric column, 30 feet long and 4% feet 
in. diameter, is now in place upon its 
pedestal, which itself stands 20 feet 
above the ground. Vv'hen the great eagle 
ancl the four tablets are in position the 
monument will be completed. 
* * * 


It is really a, cause of surprise that so 


few people knew what this shaft was to 
be like, and why it -was to be erected. It 
is hardly enough to say the monument 
is to be a restoration of one that stood 100 
years ago on the site of the old beacon. 
The original monument was designed 
by and erected through the influence of 
Charles Bulflnch, the architect of the 
old portion of the present state house. 
It was intended to commemorate the 
various events that led to the revolu- 
tion, and eventually to liberty and in- 
dependence for the United States. It 
•was constructed mainly of brick, cov- 
ered with plaster, to represent stone, a 
few of the more ornamental portions 
having been, carved in stone. An Amer- 
ican eag-le upon the top of the column 
vas constructed of wood and was guild- 
ed. The plaster covering upon the monu- 
ment seems to have sadly lacked dura- 
bility, for although the monument stood, 
altogether, only 20 years, various pic- 
tures and descriptions of the time show 
that it must have been somewhat dis- 
reputable looking1 long before it waa re- 
moved. 
• * * 


The land on which the column stood 


was virtually a part of the common, be- 
fore any streets had been^aid out in that 
vicinity, and it was there that the fa- 
mous beacon, which stood as a sentry 
from 1634 to 178, to warn the surrounding 
country of invasion, was located. It v/aa 
the final demolition of that historic land- 


...L-..., 
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fmch to replace the beacon by a monu- 
ment, since tho banishment of foreign 
power had rendered the old tar barrel 
and crane no lor.gf-r a necessity. In 1811 
the selectmen of tho town of Boston 
had so little patriotism as to sell tha 
town's land on the top of the hill, with 
the monument thrown in, for about 19000. 
Fortunately the individual who pur- 
chased the property had decency enough 
to preserve the tablets hearing the in- 
•crlptions upon tlm monument, and 
years afterward when he offered them 
to the state authorities, they were ac- 
cepted and placed upon the wall in doric 
hall In the state house, where they re- 
mained till the recent renovation took 
place. Two of the tablets have been 
broken, but can still be read without any 
difficulty. 
• • • 


The new monument stands on almost 


the fcxaot location of tho first one, and 
has the exact dimensions of that de- 


Elver, in the diary of Governor Uowaom. 
The only deliberate deviation from those 
specifications has been that instead of 
having the eagle made of perishable 
wood, as it was before, it has now been 
cast in bronze. This will not look very 
much different at first, probably, from 
the guilded bird; but the bronze will 
probably grow dark, and lose its metallic 
luster with time. The old monument 
probably did not cost $2000, and it could 
have been reproduced, exactly, for that 
amount today, but this substantial stone 
one will one will cost in the vicinity of 
$7000. The entire cost comes out of the 
funds of the Bunker Hill Monument as- 
sociation, who were authorized, 34 years 
ago, by the legislature, to restore the 
monument, whenever deemed advisable 
by them. 
* * » 


"While we are making restorations of 


public monuments it seems a little 
strange that so historic a. structure as 
Faneuil hall should be allowed to remain 
in a condition that leaves its ultimate 
fate problematical. The order appro- 
priating $80,000 -for its reconstruction 
and preservation is hung up in the com- 
mon counci1 and the mayor has declined 
to go to the legislature for a bill author- 
izing a loan for that amount outside of 
the debt limit. The order was passed 
by the board of aldermen, but in the 
council it was defeated, and reconsider- 
ation was asigned for the next meeting. 
It is stated that Mayor Quincy's de- 
flining the invitation to go to the leg- 
islature was based on the idea that it Is 
poor policy to ask for a bill for so smali 
a.n amount outside of the debt limit, 
when there remains enough money to 
cover the cost of the reconstruction. 
* * * 


It Is when engaged in restoring the 


old structures that Boston feels that she 
is old, and that she has a past as ivellas 
a present and future. Even some of her 
business houses and mercantile insti- 
tutions are venerable with age. It wajs 
only the other day that J. O. L. Hillard 
celebrated the fact that for 50 years he 
had been continuously engaged in the 
'Provident Institution for Savings, one 
of our best known banks. When he en- 
tered the institution on June 1, 184S, as 
entry clerk, the bank was located in the 
old registry of deeds building, next to 
the King's chapel burying-ground. There 
were only seven clerks employed by the 
bank them, and Mr. Hillard is the only 
survivor of all the people who were in 
any way connected with the institution 
at that time. It is interesting to hear the 
old gentleman talk oZ bankins exper- 
iences of those days. 
* * • 


A foreign pepositor was then a 


novelty, and the person unable to write 
his name was the rare exception. Now 
more than half the depositors are for- 
eigners or children of foreigners, and 
the persons who do not write even their 
names are far too common. At first the 
people of foreign birth were confined to 
the Irish, and then, later, many Ger- 
mans were added to the list, but now 
there is scarcely a nation that does not 
have the names of its people on the books 
of the bank, including Chinese, Japan- 
ese, Turks and Armenians. Nothing is 
better calculated to show the eosmo- 
poletan character of our people than the 
books of this bank. If Boston was a 
Tankee city 50 years ago it can no longer 
claim that rare distinction. The Yankee 
has not kept up with the procession.

My Dear Doctor: 


If you have tried the stews I suggested 


la my last letter, you are now ready to 
make the stew, par excellence, oxtail. 
Properly made this is the finest in the en- 
tire list of dishes that are both cheap and 
good. Two oxtails will be sufficient for 
your family of four or five, and 25 cents 
will buy them at any good market. I 
make the stew in this way: In a saucs 
pan brown a'good sized onion in butter 
and then add flour until you have a 
thick brown paste. Put this paste in a 
kettle and add hot water enough to cov- 
er the oxtail (which you have previous- 
ly cut into as many pieces as there are 
joints) when put in the pot. Seacon prop- [ 
erly, boil slowly until the meat is near!;/ ' 
done, when add two r-arrots, one-hall 
yellow turnip, cut into dice, and eight 01 
ten onions. Just beforf the vegetables 
are done add half a can of tomatoes and 
a dozen fresh mushrooms if you have 
them. The secret of success is in hav- 
ing the meat and vegetables all nicely 
cooked at the same moment. Remove 
meat and vegetables to a broad shallow 
dish, thicken the broth with cornstarch, 
color a nice brown with caramel and pour 
over the solids. Garnish with chopped 
parsley. 


You may serve with this stew boiled 


or mashed potatoes, or, if you prefer, 
may cook the potatoes in the staw with 
the other vegetables. 


An appetizing side dish is the vegeta- 


ble salad which I promised you in my 
last. To make it you want a- head of nice 
crisp lettuce, three tomatoes, one cu- 
cumber, one small Bermuda onion, and 
a cupful of green peas. Place lettuce in 
a deep dish, add the tomatoes, cucumber 
and onion sliced thin and the peas, and 
pour over all your dressing. Mix well 
before serving. If the onion is objec- 
tionable it may be omitted or other vege- 
tables, as boiled beet for instance, sub- 
stituted. 


Por a dressing for this c-r any other sal- 


ad I hope you will avoid the very thick 
and creamy preparations. They look 
nice, but a dressing to be at its best 
should be freshly made, as when kept any 
length of time it loses its desirable 
piquancy. 


For a dressing for this or any other sal- 


ads 1 even prefer a dressing mads with- 
out the use of any ess or cream at all, 
and I suggest you try it this way. Mix 
well a half cup of olive oil with an equal 
quantity of vinegar, and stir into it a tea- 
spoonful of mustard, just a bit of cay- 


] enne pepper and a salt spoonful of salt 


This dessing takes but a moment to pre- 
pare it and has a far brighter taste than 
any of the prepared dressings. 


Did you ever eat a corned beef salad 


It is easily made and palatable. Try one. 
To make it slice a couple of pounds of 
the beef and put in a salad dish with four 
hard boiled eggs, sliced, one green onion, 
chopped, four tablespoonfuls olive oil, 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar. saJt aru'. 
pepper to taste. Sprinkle over all some 
chopped parsley and stir the whole well. 
You may also add tomatoes and -sliced 
cucumbers etc., If you like. Cold veal 
may also be treated In the same way 
with good success.
